RAILROAD ACT IS 


SUCCESS THIS YEAR 


SAYS JOHN J. ESCH 


Operating Very 
Satisfactorily 


Under Normal Conditions 


for First Time 


Operating this year under practi- 


cally normal conditions for the first 
time since Its enactment, the Esch- 
Cnmtnins lave- Is demonstrating Its 
efficacy in many ways, in the opinion 
of John J. Esch, member of the in- 
terstate commerce commission, who is 
at his home, in La Crosse for a short 
vacation. 


Asked to give an opinion as to the 


manner in which the law is operating, 
Mr. Esch took cognizance of political 
criticisms of the act to the extent 
of offering facts which he believed 
constituted a satisfactory defense ol 
the law. 


"In the week ending July 26," said 


Mr. Esch. "$1.026*000 carloads were 
handled by railroads in the United 
States. 
This was a record. 
Rail- 


roads in the eastern and southern ter- 
ritory are now earning the standard 
return permitted by the law. 
A few 


rods in the northwestern territory, in- 
cluding- the Milwaukee. Soo and Hill 
lines, are not earning the standard 
return. 
These roads depend Iargel3- 


upon agriculture for their business. 
A shortage of crops in the northwest- 
em territory is blamed for the failure 
of these roads to bring their earnings 
up to the required point: 
It must 


be recalled, too, that we ordered a 
ten per cent reduction la agricultural 
products last year. 


"This is the first normal year of 


railroad 
operation since the enact- 


ment of the Escb-Curnmlns act. 
In 


the fall of 1920 the business slump 
started, and continued through 1921. 
Then came a j-ear of strikes by rail- 
road shopwen and in the coal in- 
dustry. This year, with business con- 
ditions practically normal, a majority 
of the railroads arc earning the re- 
turns permitted by the la-nC car ser- 
vice conditions are greatly improved 
and deliveries expedited. 
A steady 


improvement in railroad 
conditions 


has marked the operation under this 
act. 
In many ways besides revenue 


return has the law demonstrated lt« 
efficacy. 
As time goes by the suc-

The Prologue 


E Cuno government of Germany has fallen. 
Its departure from office is not final as 


this is written, but Chancellor Cuno has re- 
signed and the socialist party has withdrawn 
its confidence, making it impossible for his 
government to carry on in the reichstag. The 
formal removal of the Cuno cabinet from office 
i.-, after that, a mere detail. 


Perhaps the resignation of Cuno arid his 


ministers is in itself a detail. There will be a 
new government, no doubt, after some parlia- 
mentary maneuvers to organize a bloc which 
will give a reichstag majority, but there is 
little hope that any government can be formed 
just new in Germany that can do more than 
Cuno. The essential fact of the situation is 
the rapid approach to the falls of revolution. 
Germany is being swept down the rapids by an 
apparently irresistible current. It seems more 
than doubtful that-any pilot can take the helm 
and avoid disaster. That it has been averted thus 
far is a tribute to the placidity and orderly in- 
stinct of the German people. But that will not 
last forever against the assaults of reds and 
the impact of an impossible financial situation. 
The average man in Germany is getting worth- 
less money for his work. It will not even buy 
food. The hunger which reads the prologue to 
revolution is already on the stage, and the cur- 
tain seems about to go up on the tragic drama. 


Cuno was attempting, just before his fall 


to formulate some method of getting the mone- 
tary system on a gold basis. Perhaps he or his 
successor, if there were a few months in which 
to work it out, might $ind some feasible ap- 
proach to the problem. Bdt in the race against 
time it seems that revolution must win. A gold 
loan and the mere physical detail of organizing, 
launching and producing a new system will 
take weeks at the least. And hunger will not 
wait weeks. 


It is altogether likely that the collapse of 


Germany, predicted vaguely ever since the 
treaty of Versailles, and more definitely fore- 
seen in the last few weeks by the public opinion 
of Britain and America with the failure of ef- 
forts to improve the Ruhr situation—it seems 
probable indeed that this collapse is at hand. 
If it ts so, it is a sorry triumph of French mili- 
tarism. It is- true that the foundations were 
laid by Germany's own scheming effort to 
evade her just war bill and the inflation of her 
currency which was invoked as a scheme to 
that end. But that situation was not entirely 
hopeless until the last few months. Even as 
late as the spring of this year it seemed pos- 
sible for a determined attack upon the situation 
to get affairs started up-grade again. But 
France would not have it so. She demanded the 
pound of flesh in the Ruhr, admitted no argu- 
ment, and when it seemed that her allies might 
in desperation g* over her head with a proffer 
to Germany procrastinated at every turn of the 
negotiations that time might do its worst. 


One cannot conceive that France can have 


gained anything from this collapse of Germ- 
any. She has not received, since occupying the 
Ruhr, nearly as much on the reparations ac- 
count as she was able to obtain before the occu-

It recognized' 
the fact that President Harding had proceeded 
in his conservative way in an effort to help 
solve them. It would have liked more from 
him, but entertained appreciation of what he 
had actually done and considerable hope of 
what he had in mind.

For everybody realizes that 
Czecho Slovakia,' and that the knife came from England. .At first thought ,no tv,0 men are alike and ]lot even the 
one would conclude that this was-largely accidental, but on studying the j greateat efforts to assume another 
import figures the reason for this is very evident. 


"Imports for the first six months of 1923 were $2,095,663,049 compared 


with only $1,419.407,768 for the first.six monihs of 1922, and .only $1,320,- 
476,333 for the first six months of 1921. The first six months of 1D14 (be- 
fore'the great World War broke out) our Imports were less than one billion 
dollars. This means that although our manufacturing capacity has been in- 
creased 30% in the last ten years and consequently our imports should 
normally decline, yet they are over double what they were before the war 
and almost treble what they were at times during the war. With the excep- 
tion of automobiles and new building, purchases are not any greater today 
tnan they have been in most previous years;—that is, people have not in- 
creased their purchases in any such proportion as imports have increased. 
This therefore means that we are buying today foreign made goods in place 
of American made goods. 


"Great imports from abroad must result in less American made goods be- 


ing purchased.and consequently in the shutting down, part time at least, 
of American mills and factories. If this continues, it will ultimately result 
in unemployment in many lines of industry and in many communities. Of 
course, if we were increasing our exports as our imports increased, this 
might solve the problem; but our exports have shown a steady decline dur- 
ing the past four years. Although we exported in J.920 goods to the amount 
of $ S,22S,016,307rour total exports for the first six months of this year were 
less than' two billion dollars. This means that although our manufacting 
rapacity is greater than ever, we are selling less abroad and buying more 
from abroad than ever before. 
"There is a tendency among tho farmers to blame the administration for 


this situation. Although the recent congress may be to blame for many 
things, it certainly is not .to blame for our present import situation. The 
lecent congress enacted one of the highest tariffs ever enacted in history, 
and did all it could to prevent this difficulty which the country is facing

BETTER HIGHWAYS IN 1933 


TO ABSORB $288,000,000 


WASHINGTON—(A. 
P.) — The 


1923 road construction season is ex- 
pected to add many hundreds of miles 
to the country's system of improved 
highways. 
Figures compiled by the 


bureau of good roads of the depart- 
ment of agriculture from 21 scattered 
states show they will have available 
$288.000,000 for this purpose, com- 
pared to $273,000,000 spent by them 
last year. On federal-aid work, which 
constitutes something like one-half 
the total mileage, there was under 
construction March 31 work estimated 
to cost $258.0000,000, as compared 
with $233.000,000 on the same date 
a year ago.

It 
imposes a tax of 10,000 pesos a voy- 
age on any passenger steamer from 
an Argentine port which calls at any 
port situated within 80 kilometers of 
Buenos Aires, where roulette or other 
cram ing establishments are maintain- 
ed.

HO in La Crosse, city or coun- 


ty, knows of Indian mounds, 


village sites, cemeteries or other 
vestiges of the original inhab- 
itants of this district? 


To make a preliminary survey 


that will Ktiide the archeolofjical 
study of the county, Prof. A. H. 
Sanford of the Norma! school, a 
member of the Wisconsin Histor- 
ical society and of the Wi'-con- 
sin Archaeological society, 
has 


appealed to the Tribune to find 
the location 
of all such relics 


throujjh its readers. 
He plans 


to visit, map and examine all 
such remains as may be located 


In the county, with the aid of 
other archaeologists and local 
people interested. 


Discoveries of great value, it is 


believed, may be found in this 
county, which was known from 
the earliest period of history as 
a favorite habitat of the Winne- 
bago Indians and other tribes. 
They had numerous villages near 
the city, and .such of them as still 
rema:n cling to the region in 
nurnbers. 
It is Professor San- 


ford's belief that the archaeologi- 
cal possibilities 
of 
this region 


have only been scratched. 


The Tribune requests all of its 


readers,in city or country, to send 
in to the paper or to Professor 
Sanford any information which 
mav be of value in locating In- 
dian remains of any sort..

HOME BUILDING 


The second of a Dumber of ar- 


ticles to appear in this column 
on "Tho Woodwork and Interior 
Finish For Your Home" by The 
Architects' Small House Service 
Bure»n of the United States, Inc. 
If yon hare fotlow«d the articles 


appearing In this column, you have 
eeen how the building of a home has 
been carried along from foundations 
through the framing and roofing, in- 
stallation of pipee—-plumbing, heat- 
Ing, and wiring—and how eventually 
the walls have been plastered up. 
If you should go Into a building in 
thia Btate of completion, you would 
find Its appearance anything but 
promising. 
The rough flooring is 


more or less covered with plaster 
and debris; the odd? and ends of the 
carpenter and mason work lie about 
in apparent cdnfuelon; and it seems 
ofton that nothing could come out 
of euch disorder. But the work w« 
are going to speak of now Is tho 
part that trims up the building— 
that transforms it from a piece of 
construction Into a home. 


Interior Finish Is Like Veneer 
Interior finish is in many way a 


fllmpiy a veneer upon the substantial 
construction of the building. 
It Is 


designed to cover up the rough* 
edges, to make the building- pleasant 
to iook upon, easy to keep in fine 
condition, and to ndd to the contfort 
and convenience. 
The measure of 


your -satisfaction In these things Is 
going to be gauged by what kind of 
ti job you get. 


Wood Is like a sponge. It absorbs 


•water very rtipldly. 
In absorbing 


thlfj 
water It eapand« or swells, 


"When it dries out again It contracts. 
'Since this Is true you will see that 
wtjod which is to bo used for finish- 
ing muBt be contracted ag much as 
possible, that when Joints are made 
between 
pieces they 
will rental n 


cloaed. • So all interior woodwork hag 
to be very carefully dried before U 
in brought Into the building. This 
drying is done by artificial processes 
In a kiln. The wood i» made very 
dry, indeed. 


A good part of our effort in the 


drying of woodwork is lost if it Is 
brought into the building when then; 
is atlll much dampness about. It is 
<in invariable rule with good builders 
-not to bring in the doora, trim, arid 
other parts of interior finish until 
after the building has been thor-' 
oughly dried out. This means that 
the building has to stand idlo for 
acme time after the plasterers have 
•finished their work. You waste time 
and money by hurrying this process. 
Tuo rapid drying may crack tho 
plaster and do other more serious 
damage to the framing. 
You had 


better make up your mind to mark 
time for a week or 10 days or even 
longer In damp weather.
